Despite the social unrest and mili- 
tary disturbance reported in the 
newspapers, Chang averred that con- 
ditions in China were not so bad as 
they have been made out to be.

Chang pointed out that Chinas 
trade with the United States has in- 
ereased fivefold in the last 20 years. 
In 1910 the United States was credit- 
ed with 5 per cent of China’s import 
trade. In 1929 it amounted to $400.- 
000,000—or roughly 25 per cent of 
China’s foreign trade. 

“China as an actual and potential 
market has unlimited possibilities and 
deserves your. closest attention,” 
Chang told the meeting. “We _ wel- 
come the extension of your commer- 
cial activities and your legitimate 1n- 
vestments.” 

“China is the world’s greatest mar- 
ket in a few years,” Captain Robert 
Dollar, of San Francisco, never tires 
of repeating.

|Doran Cautions, 


Men on Seizure 
Of Paraphernalia 


WASHINGTON, May 23.—()— 
With drives against malt and hop 
stores in progress in several sections 
of the country, Prohibition Commis- 
sioner Doran cautioned administra- 
tors and agents today that the recent 
supreme court decision under which 
such action was being taken did not 
permit seizure merely because the 
various articles were offered for sale. 

In seizing kegs, bottles, labels and 
other paraphernalia, the commission- 
er warned, the government must be 
able to prove that they are intended 
for use in violating the prohibition 
law. 

G. A. Youngquist, assistant attor- 
ney general in charge of prohibition 
prosecutions, who will have executive 
direction of the prohibition bureau 
when it is transferred to the depart- 
ment of justice, concurred in Doran's 
instructions. 

“Mere presence of bottles, corks, 
crocks, caps and capping machines,” 
Doran said, “does not, in our opin- 
ion, prove a design to use them for 
the manufacture of liquor intended 
for use in violating the prohibition 
act. Sometimes association with oth- 
er articles will prove this design.” 

Since the decision in the Danovitz 
case, prohibition officials in various 
cities, including New York and Chi- 
cago, have started drives against 
stores handling malt, hops, kegs. bot- 
tles and other such paraplernalia. 

Doran said that the court in that 
case concluded that bottling, labelling, 
ete., were part of the process of man- 
ufacture and that as a consequence 
the property involved might be usa- 
ble in the manufacture of liquor. 

“Secondly,” he said, “the court held 
that property usable in the manufac- 
ture of liquor when designed or In- 
tended by the possessor for such il- 
legal use is profitable, even 
it be intended that the actual 
be by other parties.” 

The commissioner told the 
that all paraphernalia used in man- 
ufacture of liquor could be seized 
whenever found with unlawful lquor.

ment or justice.” 
“The clerk of couneil of the city of

BERLIN, May 23.—(?)—The 
International Olympic committee 
has approved the proposal of the 
Los Angeles group to build an 
Olympic village to house the ath- 
ietes in the 1932 games but paused 
over the idea of a cafeteria food 
service.

‘Oldest Living Pro’ 
Recalls Weird Game 


RALEIGH. N, C., May 23.—(A@)— 
Recalling the day way back yonder in 
1869 when the Niagaras of Buffalo, 
N. Y., beat the Excelsiors of New 
York, 200 to 10, in a baseball game, 
Major A. M. Wheeler, who believes 
himself to be the oldest living profes- 
sional baseball player, today celebrat- 
his Sth birthday here. -He was 
‘aptain of the Niagaras., 

‘It was stated that I was the first 
catcher who stood close up when a 
man was on second working for 
third,” Major Wheeler reminisged 
today. “as well as all the time against 
good clubs.” 

“Throwing the ball, I think, may 
have been introduced by English 
ericket bowlers plaving our baseball,”
